The colonel had a threé hour conference 
over the long distance telephone with Bil 
Flinn of Pennsylvania tonight. At the end 
of the talk the colonel was not prepared to 
state definitely his plan to go west However, 
it may be said that he will start tomorrow. 

“I can’t tell yet what I will do,” the 
colonel told the reporters. However, he 
expects to motor in to New York tomorrow 
morning, leaving Oyster Bay about $ o'clock 
and arriving in New York about 11 o'clock. 
It ie likely he will take the afternoon train 


for Chicago. 


Thinks His Presence Necessary. 
The colonel is of the opinion that w 
terms the theft of the delegates in 


fornia in addition to those in Indiana, hag 
stirred up so much feeling among his fol- 
lowers that they are justified in demanding 
his presence, not merely as a presidential 
candidate, but das the leader in the fight of 
the people against the bosses. 

Col. Roosevelt said the delegates arriving 
at Chicago regard the situation as a cynical- 
ly open attempt on the part of the national 
committee to defraud the people of the vie- 
tory they have won and to nominate for presi- 
dent the man whom the rank and file of the 
Republican party have overwhelmingly re- 
pudiated where they have had the chance to 
express themselves. 

The Roosevelt house on Sagamore Hill 
was ablaze with lights far into the night.

Stubbs, Mr. Gillespie ad- 
mitted the Roosevelt forces had a majority 
of the. state convention when the Hadley 
delegates were elected and that each of the 
delegates had received a good majority of 
Votes. ; 

Hadley States Roosevelt Case. 
Gov. Hadley, in stating the Roosevelt side, 
declared paper contests had been in- 
stituted by the Taft forces to control the 
state convention. He said the state com- 
mittee had decided all but eight county com 
tests, and that these had been referred to 
a committee of six, with Secretary Nagel 
and Gov. Hadley as advisers.“ 

“The settlement of these things was the 
only thing that committee was authorized 
to do,” insisted the governor. 

He denied there had been any agreement 
to ‘select eight men, divided between Taft 
and Roosevelt. The convention proceeded 
harmoniously, he said,’ until the matter of 
resolutions was reached: 


Explains About Resolutions. 

There was a delay because of the Joss of 
a Sheet of the resolutions,” he explained. It 
was not until a resolution was offered from 
the floor instructing for Roosevelt, that 
there arese any question of an agreement or 
division of the delegation."’ 

The governor insisted there was no prev- 
ious agreement except as to the seating of the 
contested delegates. He presented affidavits 
and the records of the convention to show 
that other men in the subcommittee meet- 
ing also had no knowledge of any agreement 
to divide the Gelegation or to prevent instruo- 
tions for Roosevelt. 

He produced sworn records of the official 
stenographers, indorsed by the regular on- 
cers of the convention to show it had ad- 
journed on a ‘formal motion, properly. put 
and carried. 

Delegates at Large to Colcnel. 

Gov. Hadley. announced at the close of his 
argument that four of the Roosevelt dele- 
gates: at large had offered to withdraw, thus 
leaving the official number four on the Roose- 
velit delegation. 

On the coneluslon of the presentation ofthe 
case the national committee by unanimous 
vote declared the Roosevelt delegates at 
large entitled to seats in the convention. 
The ye bata of eight was divided, four 
being given re rrecognition and the other 
four being as alternates.

Four of North Carolina’s to Colonel. 


The Third North Carolina district contest 
was then called and. without argument Ma- 
rion Butler of Turkey, N. C., and W. 8.

Detachment of Deputy Sheriffs 
‘May Be Added for Con- 
vention Duty. 


The v.. at of the Taft forces on the con- 
vention arrangements committee was piled 
behind an effort yesterday to have assigned 
to the Coliseum the greatest number of po- 
licemen obtainable. 


For this purpose Harry 8. New, chairman 
of the arrangements committee; Fred W. 
Upham, chairman of the Chicago convention 
committee, and Sergeant at Arms Wiliam F. 
Stone called upon Mayor Harrison. To make 
the occasion still more impressive, Charles 
D. Hilles, secretary to the president, was the 
fourth member of the party. 

This heavy artillery obtained from the 
mayor the promise of 280 policemen under 
the command of Assistant Chief Schuettler. 
The total was much in contrast with the 
promise of about 100 men made to Sergeant 
at Arms Stone by Chief McWeeny before the 
mayor's return to the city. 


Mayor Tells of Visit. 

No member of the party volunteered any 
information of their diplomatic call or its re- 
sults, but Mayor Harrison discussed it as 
one of the interesting events of the day. 

They told mie that disquieting rumors had 
come to them,” he asserted. “ and askedithat 
the proper number of men be assigned tothe 
Coliseum to assure order.

THE MISSISSIPPI PROBLEM. 

The recent disastrous floods in the Mis- 
sissippi valley give special interest and time- 
liness to the Mississippi valley interstate 
drainage conference called by Gov. Deneen 
for today. Fourteen states are expected to 
have representatives present, and it is to be 
hoped a strong declaration will be made in 
favor of prompt steps by the nation to study 


and set on foot a broad solution of this great 
problem. : 


Col. Roosevelt already has called atten- 
tion to the need of taking up the task of the 
Mississippi control. He has pointed out, 
in a private letter recently published, that 
it is primarily a national question, and there 
can be no doubt that we should be done with 
dabbling over it, wasting money on make- 
shift measures. It is time to take the whole 
problem up for final solution, as Col. Roose- 
velt urges. 

The statesmanly vision of Theodore 
Roosevelt could not be better illustrated 
than in his recognition of the magnitude of 
the great problem of the Mississippi. One 
of the chief planks he will urge deals with 
this. It will declare that, if the full benefits 
of the Panama canal are to be reaped by 
the people of the Mississippi valley, the 
great Mississippi system must be improved 
end developed. 

The Mississippi valley conference should 
discuss the constitutional, economic, and 
engineering aspects of this tremendous work 
and should put forth some practical recom- 
mendations. Mr. Isham Randolph proposes 
a commission. Undoubtedly this is a neces- 
sary preliminary, but it should be one of the 
highest expert character, with ample means 
and ample time to make the most thorough 
study and the most authoritative plan. 
Some man like Col. Goethals should be 
placed at its head. 

If Col. Roosevelt is our next: president 
there can be no doubt that this great public 
work will be got under way.

If anywhere along the line any 
disease germs get in, they stay and in- 
crease for at least a few days. There ‘s 


along the way milk may be touched by 
hands that carry typhoid or some of the 
other milk-borne diseases. 

The responsibility for disease spreading 
is to be divided between the cow and the 
people who handle the milk. I have heard 
people say that cows do not haye typhoid 
—therefore, milk does not spread typhoid. 
The germs which cause milk to spoil do 
not come from the cow, yet nobody would 
say that milk does not spoil. 

No woman can tell whether milk is 
typhoid or tubercular from its taste or 
its looks. It cannot be done. She must 
buy on faith, That means she must 
select a careful, cleanly, conscientious 
milkman; and beyond that she must look 
to the health department for protection. 

The laws provide that any milkman, in 
town or outside, must notify the depart- 
ment if eontagion develops amongat the 
milkers or milk handlers, The depart- 
ment has scouts whose business it is to 
learn of contagion amongst those in con- 
tact with milk. Such are dairy inspec- 
tors in the country and the milk inspec- 
tors in town. 

The physicians cooperate by reporting 
contagion on milk farm@ and in city 
dairies. In every case of contagion with- 
in the city the health department in- 
spectors report as to whose milk is used 
and the central office studies these re- 
ports to locate epidemics that are milk- 
borne. 

However, it is the conelusion of 99 per 
cent of health department administrators 
that the difficulties of protection against 
milk-borne infection are so great in a 
large city with a distant milk supply that 
these measures are not enough and that 
controlled pasteurization is a necessity. 
This is the position of the national gov- 
ernment, of the milk standards commis- 
sion, of the New York health department. 
of that of Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston; 
in fact, it is almost @ universal opinion 
amongst health officials. It has long been 
the prevailing custom in Europe. 

Proper pasteurization kflls the germs 
of tuberculosis, sore throat, typhoid, and 
diphtheria. Therefore, properly pasteur- 
ized milk is safe as regards them—ani 
raw market milk is not.

N order to understand the diplomatic un- 
pleasantness which France has encoun- 
tered of late from both Russia and Aus- 
tria, it must be explained that each of 
these empires has privately urged the 

republic in the most pressing manner to 
send to their respective courts an ambassa- 
dor selected from the old aristocracy. 

It has been pointed out to Premier Poin- 
care and his colleagues that the exclusive- 
ness of society at Vienna and St Petersburg 
renders the position of a French envoy of 


| bourgeois birth extremely awkward, no mat - 


ter how estimable his personality. He finds 
himself at a great disadvantage compared 
with the titled ambassadors of most of the 
other powers, who, by réason of their noble 
birth, find a ready entrée to those court 
circles and to that grand monde in which the 
leading Russian and Austrian statesmen 
live, move, and have their being. 

‘Indeed, a bourgeois French ambassador 18 
subjected, together with his family, to some- 
thing much akin to a social boycott, rendered 
all the more marked by the fact that any well 
born secretaries or attachés that he may 
have are invited where he is excluded, which 
of course cannot but gravely impair the pres- 
tige of his mission and his usefulness to his 
country. 

~~ 

This is the secret of the extraordinary de- 
mand made by the Russian government, 
through its minister of foreign affairs, Sazo- 
noff, for the transfer from St. Petersburg of 
the French envoy, Georges Louls, a message 
conveyed through the Muscoviteambassador 
at Paris, Baron Iswolsky. The baron went 
so far as to intimate that the presence of 
Louis at St. Petersburg was interfering with 
the sympathetic understanding between ne 
two allies. 

It seems that Louis and his wife, during 
the last seagon at St. Petersburg, have been 
invited nowhere, excepting of course to those 
official functions at which Louis’ position 
as ambassador rendered his presence obliga- 
tory. 

In consequence he never had an opportunt- 
ty of seeing Sasonoff and his colleagues so- 
clally and establishing that friendly footing 

which is essential to the fulfillment of hig 
diplomatic mission. 

It follows that Ambassador Louis found 
himself exposed to charges on the part of 


| Russia to the effect that he had failed to 


keep the two nations in touch and had mis- 
construed and even misunderstood the com- 
munications made him by the Russian for- 
eign office for transmission to Paris. 

So unpleasant was the tone of the Russian 
request for Ambassador Louis’ recall that 
the French government at first felt disposed 
to display resentment by refusing compli- 
ance. But realizing on second thoughts that 
the Franco- Russian alliance, upon which so 
much depends and which Germany is ex- 
tremely anxious to break, might be endan- 
gered. Premier Poincare resolved to go in 
persc 1 to St. Petersburg in order to discuss 
the matter personally with the czar, the 
prime minister, and Sazonoff, the minister of 
foreign affairs. i

sor, Bompard, was withdrawn for similar 
reasons at the instance of the Russian gov- 
ernment. 

Bompard ts now accredited to Stamboul, 
where he does not precisely tend to promote 
the interests of Russia, France's ally. 

Oddly enough, Georges Louis was sent to 
St. Petersburg some years ago on the 
strength of a recommendation from 
the late King Edward VII.

This favor shown by the Eng- 
lish king to Louls was undoubtedly of use 
to the English interests. 

When the king urged his appointment as 
ambassador to Russia and wrote so pleas- 


antly about him to his nephew, the czar,, 


that the latter accepted him as persona 
grata, he seems not to have sufficiently con- 
sidered the attitude and prejudices of st 
Petersburs's great world, of which he knew 
comparatively little, his visits there having 
been few and far between. 

Edward VII. was a good judge of men, but 
his advocacy of Georges Louis, I am afraid, 
must be set down as one of his mistakes.

With regard to the French embassy at 
Vienna, just vacated by M. Crozier, whose 
term of office has aged him considerably and 
who insisted upon retiring, France has vainly 
endeavored to comply with Austria's press- 
ing request for an envoy who, as a member 
of the old French aristocracy, would have 
the entrée to the inner court circles and the 
inner circle at Vienna. 

There are plenty of old, noble families 
left in France, but many members thereof 
are unwilling to represent the present gov- 
ernment in a diplomatic gapacity, while 
those few who might consent to do so are 
open to such suspicion of disloyalty to the 
republic as to render their appointment 
neither politic nor possible. 

The republic has already had one such 
experience—when the late Duke de la Roche. 
foucauld, during the decade following the 
Franco-German war, was envoy to the 
court of St. James and made a hasty trip 
from London to Paris to cast his vote for his 
seat in the chamber of deputies against the 
republic and in favor of restoring the mon- 
archy. 

He was a4 grand sefgneur of the old school, 
a man of great wealth, but so strait mind- 
ed that he was overwhelmed with surprise 
when, the following week, the republic asked 


mim to resign his ambassadorship.

In default of a nobleman, the French gov- 
ernment has therefore appointed to the em- 
bassy at Vienna a diplomat of the name of 
Dumaine, a bourgeois, but a man with thirty 
years’ service behind him—at Berlin as 
chargé d'affaires, and especially at Munich 
as minister plenipotentiary. 

In the latter post he was a general favorite, 
and, thanks to the intimate intercourse be- 
tween the Austrian and Bavarian courts 
and aristocracy, there is no doubt that he 
will be strongly recommended in his new 
position by the royal and noble friends whom 
he left at the old ones. 

The very manner in which he was obliged 
to leave Munich endeared him to that ex- 
tremely Catholic court. 

When, shortly after the rupture of officta) 
relations between the vatican and France, 
he, as dean of the diplomatic corps at the 
Bavarian capital and in compliance with 
Strict diplomatic usage, called upon the 
newly appointed nuncio. on his arrival, the 
anti-clerical French administration severely 
censured his courtesy as indicative of clerical 
tendencies and banished him, by way of dis- 
grace, to the unpopular post of Mexico.

CONGESTED TRAFFIC. 

Chicago, May .31.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—The worst possible service 
on North Clark street, between Evanston 
and Chicago, came ‘to a elimax Thursday 
night, when the patrons of the North Shore 
festival were returning to their homes, 
about 11:20 p.m. Three cars had dumped 
their “human freight into the street to 
await the one Howard avenue car which 
accepts transfers to and from this northern 
suburb. During the interval of ting 
three Rogers Park cars started southward, 
bearing as many people as were willing to 
put up an extra fare for the few blocks to 
Rogers Park, Edgewater, etc. (Notice the 
thoughtfulness of the system in providing 
plenty of extra fare cars.) When a Howard 
avenue car, No. 455, arrived more than 
sixty people who had been dodging switch- 
ing cars and passing automobiles for ten 
minutes, started to get aboard. To their 
request that the door be opened, the con- 
ductor, No. 3706, responded that he would 
“open the door when h- got ready.” And 
the motorman likened some of the people 
to “cattle from the stockyards.” While 
this throng of people were waiting on the 
west track for the door to be opened, an- 
other Evanston cap, bearing another install- 
ment of people with transfers, bore down 
upon them and threatened to run them 
down “if they did not get out of the way.” 
For a time lives were imperiled, a panic 
was narrowly averted, and fully a hundred 
unwilling patrons of this system were out- 
raged in their feelings. The men in charge 
of the car were extremely discourteous, 
but the company perpetuating this arrange- 
ment for transfers is chiefly responsible for 
this outrage. How long shall public serv- 
ice corporations, holding franchises in the 
public thoroyghfares, worth millions of dol- 
lars, be permitted to impose upon the pub- 
lie? Some day. a tragedy at this place will 
cost the company many times what they 
ape saving by this penny wise policy.

—While it is generally known that Col. Wil- 
liam H. Bissell was the first Republican 
elected to the office of governor of Illinois, 
after a continuous succession of majorities 
for the Democratic candidates for executive 
offices, both state and national, from thedate 
of the admission of Illinois into the union, 
there are few who can now recall the method 
by which Bissell was put in nomination, and 
the party harmony based on sound princi- 
ples and unselfish policy which resulted in 
his election in November, 1856. This event 
marked the beginning of a series of Repub- 
lican victories within the state which con- 
tinued unbroken for a period of thirty-six 
years, antedating the election of Abraham 
Lincoln to the presidency by four years, with 
the final wiping away of the stain of slavery 
and the preservation of the union.

On May 29, 1856, what has been recognized 
as the first regular state convention repre- 
genting the principles of the Republican 
party, was held at Bloomington, III., at the 
suggestion of twelve editors at Decatur in 
February previous. The Bloomington con- 
vention, while formally called by a state 
central committee appointed at Decatur, in 
the absence of local party organizations in 
the respective counties, was made up of 
voluntary or self-appointed delegates, vary- 
ing from one to twenty from the individual 
counties represented. This list embraced 
seventy-two counties, the remaining thirty 
counties—all in the southern portion of the 
state—being unrepresented.

Although the total number of delegates, 
according to the record, amounted to a little 
less than 250, it included a large number 
ok names now recognized as historic.

THREE YEARS’ INQUIRY. 


Abolition of Night Work for 
Children Also Recom- 
‘mended in Report. 


Cleveland, O., June 18.—The substance of a 
report containing recommendations on in- 
dustrial conditions, which will be submitted 
to both national parties for incorporation 
in their platforms, was made public at to- 
day's session of the thirty-ninth national 
conference of charities and corrections. 

The report was written by Owen R. Lovejoy 
of New York as a result of three years of in- 
vestigation by a committee of social work- 
ers. 


Favors Eight Hour Day. 

In part it recommends an eight hour day, 
abolition of night work for women and chil- 
dren, minimizing of night work for men, pub- 
lication by employers of wages they pay, pro- 
hibition of the manufacture of poisons dan- 
gerous to workers when harmless substi- 
tutes are possible, no child under 16 to work, 
insurance against unemployment, a working- 
men's Compensation act, and women not to 
work in standing positions. 

The report pays particular attention to a 
“living wage, which, it maintains, should 
provide for a normal standard of existence 
with forty consecutive rest hours each week, 
education, recreation, support for immature 
members of the family, sickness, and old age. 
To secure these minimum wage commissions 
are urged, 


On Investigating Committee. 

Mra. Raymond Robins of Chicago, Dr. 
John B. Andrews of New York, Juliue Henry 
Cohen of New York, John Golden of Fall 
River, Mass.; Congressman W. B. Wilson of 
Pennsylvania, and Mrs. Florence Kelley of 
New York, and the Rev. C. . MacFariand of 
New York formed the investigating commit- 
tee. 

An address by Wilbur C. Phillips of Milwau- 
kee delivered beforé the section considering 
children was the feature of today’s session. 


Chicago Problem Unsolved. 

Chicago is still far from having solved its 
housing problem, according to Sophonisba 
Breckinridge of Chicago in her talk on the 
immigrant lodger as a factor in the housing 
problem. 

We found in our recent survey ip the 
stockyards district flagrant cases of over- 
crowding and disregard of regulations con- 
cerning air space and ligb ting, she said. “‘ It 
is the unmarried immigrant who haa no home 
of his own and who is taken into the family of 
a worker of hig nationality who is causing so 
much of the overcrowding.” 

“ There is as much reason in restricting the 
admission of the foreigner on the grounds 
that he is more susceptible to the various 
germs which the native born has been made 
to understand as it is to argue for the restric- 
tion of immigration because of t ting 
conditions of overcrowding,” said Miss Grace 
Abbott of the Chicago league in discussion of 
Mies Breckinridge's paper. What we need 
is a movement for the establishing of homes 
to accommodate thesdgnore or less transient 
unmarried immigrant men and women. The 
immigrant does not overcrowd because he 
likes it but because he has to.“

CARRIED AWAY IN AUTO. 
Defense Raises Point That She 
| Could Not Have Been MeNa- 
1 mara Trial Witness. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 13.—The jury brib- 
ery charge against Clarence S. Darrow was 
almost lost sight of in today's session of the 
trial in the effort of the prosecution to show 
that Darrow had conspired with Anton Jo- 
hannsen and Olaf A. Tveitmoe of San Fran- 
cisco to prevent Mrs. David Caplan from tes- 
tifying at the McNamara trial. 

There was a marked difference in how the 
opposing sides viewed the disappearance of 
the wife and children of one of the men in- 
dicted with the McNamaras for the blowing 
up of the Times building. 

The prosecution. contended that Mrs. Cap- 

lan was a material witness for the prosecu- 
tion in the McNamara case who had been: 
eurreptitiously taken, first to an isolated 
mountain retreat some distance from San 
Francisco and later by automobile to Reno, 
Nev., accompanied by Johannsen. 
Tue defense pictured her as a woman toil- 
ing in a sweat shop to support her two little 
children, harassed by private detectives until 
she had appealed twice to the police for pro- 
tection, ‘finally “ hounded out of her posi- 
tion and tuen taken in charge by friends. 

The strongest point made by the defense 
in this connection was that Mrs. Caplan, as 
the wife of a co-defendant, could not have 
been a witness in the McNamara case. 


Objects to Chauffeur’s Story. 

The defense made strong objections to the 
admission of the testimony of Malcolm Loug- 
head, the chauffeur, who said he had been 
hired by Olaf A. Tveitmoe to take Mrs. Cap- 
lan from San Francisco to Reno. It contend- 
ed that no connection could be shown between 
the defendant and those who had assisted in 
taking Mrs. Caplan out of the state, but a 
statement by Attorney Earl Rogers that Jo- 
hannsen and Tveitmoe were interested in the 
McNamara defense was declared by the court 
to be sufficient grounds for the admission of 
the evidence. 

Renewed objections, however. gained a 
point for the defense in the avowal by the 
prosecution that it would connect Darrow di- 
rectly with the hone oF Tveitmoe and Jo- 
hannsen.

ef Rogers offered to put J ohannsen, then pres- 
ent in the courtroom, on the stand and also to 
produce Tveitmoe to combat the avowal of 
the prosecution, but the court -would ot 
allow it. 

Application to the same end was made at 
the conclusion of Loughead’s cross examina- 
tion, but again it was denied. 

Rival Claims for Reward Money. 

The respective claims of Detective William 
J. Burns and Samuel L. Browne, chief of de- 
tectives, attached to the district attorney's 
office, to the $50,000 reward offered for the 
arrest and conviction of the dynamiters who 
blew up the Times building, are expected to 
become involv to a conaiderable extent in 
the trial of Darrow. 

Burns has claimed the rewards because of 
the arrest by his men of the McNamaras. 
Browne, while on the witness stand yester- 
day, modestly admitted under cross-exami- 
nation that he was the chief factor in un- 
covering the enn ot the Times en-

NO BATHS FOR CHILDREN. 


Truant Officers Threaten Prosecution;

Mrs. Grysinski has had to“ borrow ” 
and carry water fora family of eight a dis- 
tonce of more than a block. Yesterday she 
appealed to Tun Tine for assistance. 


Quotes Landlord: “Get Out.” 

A reporter was informed the w water pipes 
in the house had been in a leaky condition 
since last October.’ The leakage grew worse 
during the cold weather. When Mrs. Grysin- 
ski requested the landlord to have them re- 
paired, she asserts, he told her, “If you don't 
like it, get out.“ » 

Mrs. Grysinski showed a five year lease oi 
the building which has three years yet to 
run. She has built up a small confectionery 
business. The sole support of the family is 
the candy store. Her husband, James Gry- 
sinski, is an invalid. There are three girls 
and three boys in the family, the youngest 
6 years old. 

Mrs. Grysinski says she offered to have the 
pipes repaired at her own expense. Griglak, 
she say, threatened her with annulment of 
the lease if she had any work done on the 
premises without his written consent. She 
claims Grislak wants her to vacate and give 
up her lease. 


Suit Is Now Pending. 

An inquiry. was made at the city hall tc 

ascertain if there was any way of compell- 
ing the landlord to make immediate re- 
pairs. Dr. Young, health commissioner, said 
his office did. not have authority to take im- 
mediate action. He said a suit has been in- 
stituted against Griglak bay the sanitary bu- 
reau. It will come up for a hearing next 
week. In the meantime Mrs. Grysinski is 
still without water and her house increases 
in insanitariness.

Father-in-Law of Van Sickler 
Gives New Version of Hon- 
duras Murder. 


CURSED SLAYERS WIFE 


Dying Words of Chicago Bank's 
Agent: ‘Always Thought Mouth 


Would Get Me in Trouble.’ 
| 


| New Orleans, La., June 13.—[Specia!.J—A 


new and startling version of the recent kill- 
ing of Frederick Pierpont Shaw of New York 
at Black River, Honduras, was given today 
by John Riplinger of Iriona, Honduras, presi- 
dent of the American Fruit and Steamship 
company, who arrived this afternoon. 

Riplinger is the father-in-law of Shaw's 
slayer and was present at the Inquest over 
the young American. He claims the 
killing took place at 9 o'clock in the morning 
of June 4 after Shaw had grossly insulted 
C. B. Van Sickler, formerly of St. Louis, 
and Mrs. Van Sickler. Van Sickler alone was 
the agent of his death, he sald. 2 


Says Shaw Caused Own Death. 

“ According to testimony at the inquest,” 
said the ship line president. Shaw was alto- 
gether to blame for his death. The shooting 
occurred in the plantation house of the ba- 
nana farm of the Central American Commer- 
elal company. 

“The night before Shaw had come to the 
plantation house and ordered Van Sickler 
and his wife to vacate at once. He was in- 
sulting and abusive and cursed shamefully, 
‘but was persuaded to leave and agree to a 
settlement with the Van Sicklers, who had 
been placed in charge of the place. 


Dispute Over Gasoline. 

„The next morning a settlement wae to 
be arranged. The dispute arose when Shaw 
wanted to know what had become of a drum 
of gasoline. 

‘While Van Sickler was explaining Shaw 
suddenly arose, clapped his hand to his belt 
in which hung two large revolvers, and ex- 
claimed: ‘ Will some one please rid me of this 
cur before — mt 

„As he paused he made a threatening ges- 
ture, as if to dfaw a revolver and Mrs. Van 
Sickler screamed, thinking he meant to kill 
her husband. Shaw turned and ordered her 
to ‘shut up’ following the command with 
a gross insult. . 

“When he said that Van stepped into a 
back room and got a gun, which he fired point 
blank at Shaw.” 


Shaw, Dying, Calls It Murder. 

Riplinger pomted out that Shaw was 2 
péwerful man, 6 feet 2 inches tall, and that 
Van Sickler was only 5 feet 5. | . 

The dying words of Shaw, who lived some 
forty-five minutes, as told by witnesses at 
the inquest, were: “I always thought my 
mouth would get me into trouble, but this is 
murder.”

tense as the others of the series, with better 
pitching on each side. Christy Mathewson 
breezed through in great style with no Tinker 
or Zimmerman to drive him off the slab, and 
Matty was quite the hero, for besides doing 
some brilliant pitching he lined the ball to 
the left wall in the fifth and put his team in 
front. 


Giants Score Two in Fifth. 

Sturdy Larry Cheney was on the slab for 
the Cubs and would have beaten the New 
York star.in all probability except for one 
miserable bit of fielding in the fifth. Herzog 
was on first, one was out, and Meyers was at 
bat. The Indian raised a high short fy to 
right field. Schulte could have cantered to 
the spot and taken it or might have 
gone back and copped it easily, but Evers, 
the farthest of the three, made the effort 
with the result that there was a mixup, no 
ene getting the ball. To make it worse, the 
ball bounded away from every one and went 
for a double, Herzog taking third. Two runs 
resulted when none should have happened. 

Then another thing took place in the ninth, 
showing where the Cubs made a mistake by 
doing the right thing. One run was needed to tle 
and Leach led off with a drive to the center field 
wall for three bases. In the seventh Archer had 
made a home run with a drive to the same place, 
and Leach ie a faster runner than r. He 
could have come in standing up to all appearances, 
but Tom N „ coaching at third, did what any 
careful would have done, stopped Tommy 
there rather than take, a chance, e if did 
look easy.

Legislation by Congress 
to Avert Panics. 


« | PRESENT SYSTEM A PERIL 


Will Teach Statesmen: the 
Needed Lesson. 


ah 


Buffalo, N. T., June 18.—[{Special.)—George 
M. Reynolds, president of the Continental 
and Commercial National bank of Chicago, 
said in an address delivered before the New 
York State Bankers’ convention today that 
he wondered if it would be necessary for 
this country to be plunged into another 
panic before congress would realize its duty 
in the matter of enacting currency legisia- 
tion. 

‘Mr. Reynolde had been discussing the 
necessity for a new banking act something 
like that proposed by the national monetary 
commission. 


Likes the Commission’s Pian, 

He elso had discussed the money trust, 
and after saying he did not believe in the 
existénce of such a thing as the latter, as 
popularly understood, he continued: 

„Whatever the investigation of the so- 
called ‘money trust’ may disclose, I venture 
to predict t will be found that currency legis- 
lation providing for the establishment in the 
United States of the National Reserve asso- 
ciation along such lines as is recommended 
by the national monetary commission will 
serve as a Complete corrective sig any unsat- 
isfactory condition. 

„Considering that such a large peteentage 
of our people recognize the weakness of our 
present system of banking and-currency, and 
in view of the existing widespread demand 
for currency legislation, I must confess I 
am amazed at the apparent . indifference 
which some of the members of the congress 
of the United States show toward this, which 
to my mind and the minds of many people is 
the most important subject of legislation be- 
fore our people at this time. 


Lessons Taught by Disasters. 

It seems that we had to have the calamity 
of the Iroquois theater fire in Chicago, with 
its consequent loss of near") 600 lives, before 
we secured safe theaters in this country; we 
had to have the sinking of the steamer Slo- 
cum with its freight of hundreds of human 
souls before we had safe pleasure boats, and, 
more recently, the disaster of the destruc- 
tion of the Titanic at sea, carrying with it 
to a watery grave some 1,000 people, before 
we could have safe ocean passenger vessels. 

“Is it possible that we must experience 
another panic before the members of the 
congress of the United States will awaken 
to the appeal to their sense of duty in this 
great crisis of needed currency legislation? 


Demand for Proper Banking. 

“If the members of congress will do their 
duty in this extremity of needed currency 
legislation they will now, before disaster has 
overtaken us, give such attention to the sub- 
ject as will result in its proper tolution, there- 
by saving the necessity later on of appointing 
a committee to investigate the causes of 
what will, if legislation is not enacted, prove 
to be our next serious financial panic. 

“The influence of a proper banking and 
currency system. will reach the hearthstone 
alike in the mansion and the hut, and for this 
reason it should inspire in us a desire as well 
as a determination to treat so important a 
subject—the most important legislation since 
the civil war—along broad lines of patriotism 


Not a Partisan Issue... 
Credit is not partisan; currency is not

COMMERCE JUDGES QUESTIONED 


Fine Point of Law May Reach Su- 
preme Court of the United e 
Say Officials. 


Washington, D. C., June 13.—The right of 
congress to recall the judges of the Com- 
merce court by legislating to reduce the num- 
ber of Circult judges by five, as contemplated 
by the senate, presents a fine question of Jaw, 
which may reach the Supreme court of the 
United States, according to officials of the 
department of justice.

Clared congress could not legislate the five 

Judges out of office in view of the constitu- 
tional provision that federal judges shall hold 
office during good behay iar. 

In establishing the Commerce court, con- 
gress increased the number of Circuit judges 
by five and stipulated that that number 
should periodically be assigned to the Com- 
merce court. 

The right of congress to abolish the court 
is not questioned, but many Officials hold 
that these five Circuit judges, once appoint- 
ed, cannot be deposed unless the Circuit 
Courts of Appeal, where they Serve, in addi- 
tion to their dutfes on the Commerce court. 
are abandoned. 


The line is sharply drawn, many lawyers 
in congress claiming these judges were cre- 
ated for the Commerce court, and that in 
abolishing their functions there the judges 

likewise are deposed.
